It should be added that while tile 
gross earnings p< r mile of road in this 
period increased 7b per cent the bond­ 
ed debt per mile rose only Ti per cent. 
But there was a wider field in which 
Mr. Spencer’s influence was exercised 
partially through his work for ii is road, 
but mainly because he was a southern­ 
er born and worked unceasingly for 
tile material advancement of ids native 
territory. This was in tile upbuilding 
ol’ the s .utii’s industries. How well he 
succeeded through the powerful in­ 
strument of the railroad he managed 
is discovered by his statement in Hie 
last annual report he made of the 
growth of industries along ids road: 
“There were completed and placed in 
operation during Hie year along or ad­ 
jacent to tills company’s lines 34 tex­ 
tile mills, 257 lumber mills, 95 stone 
quarries and coal mines, 48 wood work­ 
ing plants, 27 furniture factories, 34 
Iron Industries, 12 fertilizer works, 58 
brick works, 2 tanneries and 499 mis­ 
cellaneous smaller industrial plants. 
There were recorded 454 additions and 
enlargements to existing plants and 
192 new aud additional Industries iu 
course of construction ut tile close of 
the year. 
“The rapid growth of the south in­ 
dustrially continues to attract the at­ 
tention of both capital and labor. For­ 
eign capitalists have been and are ex­ 
amining Southern conditions more thor­ 
oughly than heretofore, all of which 
lins had a tendency during the past 
year to increase the immigration and 
Industrial development in the sections 
of country traversed by the company’s 
lines.” 
Iii this “rapid growth” to which Mr. 
Spencer referred he himself was a po­ 
tent factor. The south will miss Ids 
Bingle purposed energy In her behalf.

“Sam Spencer always stood at the 
head of bis class, and he was beloved 
by all Ms schoolmates. 
Ho was bright 
and affectionate and a favorite with 
everybody who knew him. 
“When he was a young man he made 
a discovery one day which, it has al­ 
ways been said, first opened his way 
Into the railroad world, 
lie and some 
of his friends took a swim under a 
I ill vert of tin; Southwestern railroad 
Lear Columbus, and lie saw a small 
»rev ice through which the w ater was 
r eping. 
Ile knew that unless that 
I Texico was removed a terrible rail­ 
road accident might result. 
He mado 
ft report of the matter, and til© railroad 
workmen examined the place and fail­ 
le to discover the crevice until Sara 
went with them aud pointed it out. 
This brought him into tile notice of 
railroad men, and I have always heard 
that it was his first step into tho rail­ 
road world. 
“Mr. Spencer’s father was a member 
of a finn of grocery merchants In Co­ 
lumbus. 
After leaving 
the Colum­ 
bus school Hamad Spencer attended, 
the famous old Georgia Military Insti­ 
tute, which was burned down In Ma­ 
rietta by Sherman’^ army. 
It was 
from this Institute that Mr. Spencer 
went into the southern army with a 
corps of cadets ttiat won great re- 
|m)WU during til® war. 
Ile finished his 
education in the University of Georgia 
Uvl the University of Virginia.”

Boys Try to Cross 
Swamp 
in 


Northern Part of State and 


Nearly Lose Lives 


F r a n k E. Oberg and Oscar Carlson 
returned S unday night from a five days’ 
trip in the northern part of the state. 
They tell an interesting story of a thrill­ 
ing experience in the wilderness of 
northern Itasca county. 
T hey loft the railroad station 
Friday 
morning with a walk of about thirty 
miles ah ead of them, expecting to reach 
a oodar camp before noon. 
T h is was 
easily done, following a trail on 
which 
they were directed. 
At eleven o’clock 
they reach this camp and after a light 
lunch they proceeded on their 
with the expectation of reaching another 
camp a b o u t eight miles distance before 
night. 
T h e way was across a very 
treacherous swamp, considered one of 
tho most dangerous in tho state, but as 
they wore well equipped for the woods, 
having snow shoes and-compasses and 
being warmly dressed, they would not 
listen to the warnings of more expori 
enced 
woodsmen. 
T hin k in g it similar 
t o o t h e r swamps they had been through 
an eight mile walk between noon and 
dark seemed a very trifling m atter to 
them, and thinking they knew their 
own business better th a n mot) who had 
spent most of their lives in t h a t locality 
the laughed at all advice, not even t a k ­ 
ing a lunch with them. 
After getting all the information pos­ 
sible as to the direction of the camp 
they strapped on their snow shoes and 
started out on a brisk pace, which was 
soon slackened on account of the loose 
snow 
which was about two feet deep. 
T hey soon found snow shoes to be more 
of a burden than a help and they hail to 
be discarded, but as th e swam p was not 
frozen and was full of springs, they 
were soon into it with hands and feet 
and several times had to help each 
other o u t of places where one man, if 
alone, could never have saved himself, 
j These springs were very num erous and 
m ade their progress very slow. 
D ark ­ 
ness overtook them and it being a very 
stormy night their trail was soon lost. 
Still holding their direction they moved 
slowly on, tiring their revolvers in the 
hopes th a t the men at the camp, which 
they th o u g h t could not be far away, 
m ig h t hear them. 
Although exhausted 
by th eir exertions and weak from lack 
of food, their courage was still good and 
hope drove thorn onward until they 
found there was no chance of their find­ 
ing th e camp th a t night. 
T he thou g h t 
of staying out all night in their weak 
and exhausted condition soon killed 
w h at little ambition they had left aud 
they sank down in the snow, little th in k ­ 
ing or caring what m ig h t become of 
them. 
Tho mercury being at IO below 
zero (though they th o u g ht it about 40 
below) it was not long until their wet 
clothes were frozen 
stiff. 
Realizing 
th a t their lives were in danger they 
knew something had to be done at once 
and they finally picked up enough a m ­ 
bition to atte m p t to build a fire, b ut the 
tim b e r was all green, and it being a very 
d a rk n igh t they found this no easy task. 
Af tor making several a tte m p ts to light 
one their hearts sank in despair as they 
w atched the last spark die out. 
They 
were too tired to walk in the deep snow, 
b u t knowing th a t they m u s t keep mov­ 
ing or they would freeze to death, they 
finally got down on their h ands and 
knees, using what was left of their snow 
shoes, on their hands, and succeeded in 
reaching a place, a few feet away, where 
they found enough wood to build a fire. 
E ven with their tire burning they were 


far from comfortable, weak from lack 
of food, weary and w ithout blankets or 
shelter of any kind and as wi t to tho 
waist as if they had been in a lake. T he 
anguish they suffered th a t night, wait­ 
ing for tho break of day can only bo 
realized by those who have been through 
it. 
By taking turns at keeping the tire 
burning they were able to get a little 
rest nnd as soon as tho first rays of day 
broke they started 
back to the camp 
th a t they had left. They finally reached 
there, about four o’clock in the a fte r­ 
noon, utterly exhausted nnd barely able 
to speak. 
Frank was just able to whis­ 
per, “e a t ” and they were fed, supplied 
with dry clothing and put to bed. They 
had been th irty -six hours without sleep 
and nearly thirty without food, u n d e r­ 
going suffering such as few go thro ug h 
alive. 
But after rest nnd food they 
were able to retu rn home and are now 
little worst' for their terrible experience 
and able to laugh about it, but they 
won t try the trip again without taking 
provisions along and being prepared for 
a night in the woods.
